Bostox June 28 —The long-expected su-
tobingraphy by General B. F. Butler will
verv soon be in the hands of the American
public. The title to this work will be “But-
ler’s Book,” and it isadvertised as a com-
plete reviow of hix legal, politieal snd mili-
tury eareer. It is dedicated to “The good
and brave soldiers of the Grand Army of
the Republic.” The preface to the book,
which is igned by Genertl Butler, is o in-
teresting in itself that it is worth a com-
plete reprodnetion. It is a characteristic
piece of work, and unlike most prefnces, it
will veceive #s much attention from the
reader as any other portion of the book.

“The preface of o book," the General
sivs, “is usually written after the book is
finished and is usually ieft nnread. Itis
not, as a role, therefore, either a conven-
ience or necessity. 1 venture, however, to
use it at the outset as o vehicle for convey-
ing the purposes of writing the book at all.

The Exctss for Writing It.

“Having lived through and taken part in
¢ wur the greatest of the many centuries
and earried on by armies rivaling in num-
bers the fabled hosts of Xerxes, and having
been personally conversant with almost all,
if not all, the distinguished personages hav-
ing charge and direction of the battles
fought, and with the political management
which has established the American Re-
public in power, prosperity, glory and sta-
Lility upequaled by that of any nstion of
the earth, I have been very frequently
called upon by those who are in their rels-
tions (o me personal friends, and to whom I
am endeared by lifelong kindness, to give ]
what knowledge I have of the conrse of ocon-
duct m the action of National pelitics and
the causes which led up to so grand resnlta.

“] bave glss bnd my attention called to
consider whether it might not be well for
me 10 give a somewhat connected narrative
of matters of which I had personal cogni-
zance, and in some of the more importunt
of which I had personal comflict. I have
been asked to give memoirs and remin-
iscences of those matters which concern in
part oy private life, which would intesest
them, and to set forth mauy facts and ocour-
rences which would throw light upon the
history of the country, especially during
the momentous period of 1860-80.

Influencss and Motives Revealed.

“The real influences by which many were
governed have mot, in several instances,
been exhibited te the epuniry, and the true
benring of these influences and these motives
on the great struggle have not been made
apparent. Finally, I desire to correct much
of wrong to myself by a prejudiced mis-
representation of facts and circumstances as
to my own acts in the service of the coun-
try, and in eonnection with the conduct of
fls armies

*Therefore, I have thonght it but just to
myself aud posterity that the true facts as I
koow them should be brought out. All
these considerations bave compelled me to
undertake st this late day of iny life the
labor of preparing the material neceszary to
be expended in writing this book, and of
putiing it in the proper form.

“Perhaps it would be well, in addition, to
show how the book is written, Wherever
facts are set out I bave iutended that it
should be done with liternl and exact ac-
curacy %o far as they depend upon my knowl-
edge, and in many casesthey are exact mewm-
orands of events; but where any fact is de-
tniled upon the testimony of others, T have
endeavored to verify it by consulting and
making known the citations of the authorni-
ties, either in the text or in the notes,

The Facts That He Knows.

“'T have thought it the better WAy, how-
ever, to muke ecareful examination of the
facts stated in other publications, and to
draw from them on my own masner, any
point which may be subject to contradio-
tion in regaid Lo the accurmcy of the faet
stated. And where I know a fact exisis T
suy 2o, and where I believe it to exist from
informuntion and belief, I have given the
source fraom which I derived that belief, if I
have doubt as to its truth or challenge its
cOrneciness,

“Wherever opinions are expressed upon
men their character and conduot, and the
motives which influenced them, they are
wy own opinions, and I hope not ecapabie
of deninl as such. Whether those epinions
are correct, well founded or proper in anp

respect, is open to the fullest eriticism.

“As to my persopal acts and doings and
omissions ta do, 1 have in naught exienu-
wted, but T have  reserved to mysell the

privilege of explaining and exhibiting my
motives and feelings. In regard to others I
have #ot down naught in malice, reserving
to myself, however, the privilege of saying
m regerd to any man personslly what I
think is right to say of him, however harsh
the eriticism may be, and of giving a tfae
definition of character in whatever distinot
terms the eriticism enlls for, .

Free From All Prejudice Now. :

“In speaking of events, 1 have, as fur as |
possible, put them in juxtaposition and
with suel bearings upon each other that
tiwey shall consist, in so0 far as they may, of

But the leaven of right mn:mﬁy leavened
the whole lump, and has finally produced
the bread of life for the oy

He said further: *1 remsified a pro-
nounced and somewhsat prominent member
of the Democrat party.

Later on, in 1840, General Butler was in
favor of coalition between the Free Soilers
and the Democrats.

Constitution, whereas the Free Soiler party,
in the lunguage of one of its ludaa:'i;é-
liam Lloyd Garrison, held thut the -
tation was “‘a covenaut with hades and a
league with death.”

Nota Fugitive Slave Hunter.

General Butler says that he was very
strongly in favor of such coalition, becauss
he saw & hope of ten-hour legislation, and
he adds: “Althongh I stood with the
Democrsey, I did not feel myself obliged
by my party relations to go bounding over
the graves of my fathers to catch a fugitive
glave who was seeking Canada, when it was
not made any duty by legal enactment.”

General Butler's resume of war experi-
ences has in substance been read by most
p:ﬂwle before, and it is part of the common
tradition of American life. But the follow-

“ing expression of political opinion whieh is

included in the chapter on the pre-
liminaries of the war will be read
by everybody: “The polities in which
I very ear took part wus that
Emctiul Jmlinm which dealt with the con-

ition and welfare of the citiren. From my
warliest vouth T had been taught to believe
in Demoerney, of which Jeflerson was the
nopstle; and to abhor Federalism, of which
Haumilton wes the exponent. While I had
been dazzled with the brillianey of Jack-
son's administration of nltiuluf affairs, T
early bad sense Enuufhto see that it con-
flioted, in 8 very considersble degree, with
the tenchings of Jefferson. I mayas well
state here as anywhere the conclusions to
which I have been brought by a lifetime of
the closest study and connection with na-
tional and State affairs and practical poli-
ties,

Jefferson Best, But Hamilton Ahead.

“This country is to continue certainly for

ears in sceordance with the theories of

ilton, whose great gemius and olear
reasoning formulated & system of govern-
ment,while the philosophical Incubrations of
Jefferson are the best 1nstructions as to the
mutunl relations of its citizens in all condi-
tions of life.”

General Butler's relations to Jefferson
Davie have excited as much eritical oom.
ment, perhaps, as any other feature of his
public career. But u"plnmtion of the
reasons whey he voted for Davis in the
Charleston Convention in 1860 serves to put
that eriticism in o new light. He says:
““As Beoretary of War, Darvis had shown

t reach of thought and great belief
in the future of the ecountry. It
is to the surveys and cxplora-
tium;th:;dmﬁ ofbyhehim as  Secretsry of
war muo! the prosperity and growth
of the Northwest is due.  We owe mgr these
surveys and explorations the Union Pacific
Railroad, which was built to bind the Eust
and the West together as with a chain of
steel after Davis seonrded.

“While he was Secretary of War he
s tour through a portion of the New E
land States. In 8 of this trip Iac-
companied him, I then had occasion to
learn his character and his ability. He was
not an o disanionist, but felt bound
to follow his State. He himself told me
this in December, 1860,

TWO OF THE WORST DESPERADOESON
RECORD CAPTURED.

Harve Muliens, the Leader of the Mullens'
Gang, and One of His Men Surrounded
in the Woods by a United States Colleo-
tor's Posse.

WHEELING, June 28.—Harve Mullens,
the leader of the notorious Mullens’ gang of
moonshiners,who have been making whisky
and committing murders and other crimes
in McDowell county for several years, has
been arrested, together with Pile Cooper,
one of the gang. For yeamrs an illicit dis-
tillery has been conducted on Mullens'

Mountsin and the gang, numbering about 25,

all of the most desperate character, have

been enabled to elude arrest. Although sev-
eral posses of officers have attempted to
t th in every case thev have been
mmblck at lhaqmmle of Winchesters.
Numerous cold-blooded murders have
been committed in the vicimity, all sttrib-
uted to this , and_eight of their num-
ber are now under indictment for murder.
